She-Says in Interview |

Police talked at length today 
with. Mrs. James Stanley Bul- 
lock in a further effort to un- 
Cover some clue that would 
shed light on the killing of her 
husband. 

Mrs. Bullock, 23 - year-old 
kindergarten teacher, gave a 
statement to detectives last 
Thursday, the day after Bul- 
lock was shot to death outside | 


the City Art Museum in Forest 
Park. But the interview was 
cut short because she was in a 
state of shock. 


A large force of detectives — 


Was out today checking all of 
Bullock's associates and looking 
into..every detail of his back- 
ground. So far they have been 
unable to turn up any infor- 
mation that would even estab- 
lish a motive for the killing. 
Bullock. 27, Richmond 
Heights office worker and part- 
time university student, had no 
known e.emies. He was popu- 
lar with fellow employes at the 
Union Electric Co. He had lit- 
tle time for social activity be- 
cause of his work and attend- 
ance at St. Louis University. 
Mrs. Bullock’s Comments. 
Mrs. Bullock, interviewed to- 
day by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, 


expressed the belief that | | 
her husband may not have | 


taken his customary route over | 


the Express Highway when he 
Started for the university's 
School of Commerce Wednes- 
day. Police have wondered how 
Bullock got to the museum. 

“We had been having trou- 
ble with the automobile,” she 
said, ‘and he occasionally took 
it to a filling station on Lindell 
boulevard near Vandeventer 
avenue. To get to this station 
he sometimes would drive 
through the park and some- 
times over Skinker boulevard 
to Lindell.”

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RUSSIAN BUDGET 
FOR RESEARCH 
INDUSTRY HIKED 


Cut in Defense Outlay 
Promised—More for 
Welfare — Produc- 
tivity Boost Sought. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 22 (‘(AP)— 
The Soviet government an- 
nounced today a vast new pvo- 
gram of spending on scientitic 
research, social weifare and ex- 
pansion of the Soviet economy. 
it. promised a small decrease 
in the defense appropriation. 

Finance Minister Arseny 
Zverev outlined the program 
to a joint session of the Su- 
preme Soviet, the parliament 
of the Soviet Union, which 
opened its annual 
approve the government budget 
for the coming year. 

The biggest increase was in 
the projected government in- 
vestments to expand the Soviet 
production facilities—a huge 
rise of 71,400,000,000 rubles— 
or nearly 18 billion dollars at 
the official rate—over the 
amount spent in 1058. (‘The 
Soviet goveriment 
values the ruDie at 25 cents.) 

Zverev said 
fund would total 484,300 000,000 
rubles ($121,075,000,000), in- 
cluding -direct government in- 
vestments of 308,700,000,000 
rubles, and 175,600,000 000 
rubles of profits from govern- 
ment enterprises to be plowed 
back. 

Industrial Investments. 


Investments will be particu- 
larly increased, he continued, 
in the iron and steel, chemical, 
oil and gas industries, and in 
engineering. He also announced 
an allocation of 30,300,000,000 
rubles ($7,575,000,000) for the 
expansion of agriculture. 

Zverev said 27,300,000,000 
rubles—$6,825,000,000— would 
be appropriated for scientific 


research. He compared this to 
a previous appropriation of 
23,900,000 ,000 


He said 232 billion rubles, or 
58 billion dollars would be 
spent in 1959 on education, 
health, social insurance and 
maternity benefits for prolific 
mothers, an increase of nearly 
20 billion rubles over the 1958 
expenditure. This will include 
more than 94 billion rubles for 
education, 44 billion for the 


‘health program, over 88 billion 


for social insurance and 5% 
billion for mothers. 

“As compared with 1958, the 
national income will increase 
by 8 per cent and will be 140 
per cent greater than in 1950,” 
Zverev said. 

Wants Cut in Costs. 

The :finance minister called 
for increased labor productivity 
and lower production costs in 
industry, transport services and 
agriculture. The labor force is 
‘to increase by 1,300,000 work- 
ers, but the workers obviously 
are expected to produce still 
more than in past years in the 
campaign, to overtake the 
American economy. 

Zverev said the Soviet Gov- 
ernment expects its budget 
revenues to rise to 722.900, 000,- .

—President Eisenhower’ will 
send the new Congress a 1960 
budget balanced at around 
$77 000,000,000 

In an unprecedented § an- 
nouncement of intentions in“ 


advance of formal submission 
of the budget, Mr. Eisenhower 
said in a statement that he 
contemplates “higher expendi- 
tures than ever before in time 
of peace for national defense.” 

Some domestic programs, he 
said, will continue at record 
levels but others will “be held 
at varying levels” consistent 
with the public interest 

The budget, the President 
said, will not call for general 
tax increases but will look to 
increased receipts through 
boosting postage rates and gas- 
oline taxes and through impos- 
ing some new user charges for 
government services 


The budget for the fiscal 
year beginning next July 1 
compares with expected ex- 


penditures of around $80,000.- 
000 this year. 

“The budget for fiscal 
has now been decided,” Mr. 
Eisenhower's statement said. 
“It will be a balanced budget. 
Revenues and expenditures will 
be in the general area of 77 
billion dollars.” 

Mr. Ejisenhowere’ withheld 
details. White House press sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty de- 
clined to fill any of them in 
but did say: 

“The President and the Ad- 
ministration hope the Congress 
of the United States will do 
their best to keep the budget 
balanced.”

Wolstencroft’s message was 
radioed across the nation to an 
Army radio station near Corona 
Calif.. and from there to the 
satellite. The device at the time

The ground-to-satellite trans- 
mission began at 11:25 a.m. (St 
Louis time). Four minutes later, 
an Army station at Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex.. triggered the

Pacific in its fifty-fourth orbit. 

“This is direct communica-

N.J., and will be stored in the 
satellite directly through the 
ground station in southern 
California 

“At the conclusion of this 
test message, the voice of the 
President of the United States, 
which was first transmitted to 
earth fro mthe space traveler 
on Dec. 19 will once again be 
transmitted through space to 
the satellite, carried across the 
nation and taken from space

Appointed in 1956. 

Fletcher, 45 years old, was 
appointed to the $15,000 a year 
job for a four-year term in 
July 1956 by a 7-to-5 vote of 
the school board. He replaced 
V. Harry Rhodes, who had 
fallen into disfavor with some 
board members. 


The suit to oust him was 
filed in March 1957, and was

The plaintiffs 
took the major part of four 
days to present their case 
Fletcher was the only defense 
witness. 

Five witnesses testified thes 
heard the building commis- 
sioner say he rehired 13 of the 
27 discharged employes be- 
cause of political pressure.

He said 
the pressure came from ward 
committeemen,. including Ed 
Roche (First Ward Democrat), 
and from Charles Dyer, a 
member of the school board.” 
At a private dinner meeting 
in January 1957, which was at- 
tended by all 12 board mem- 
bers, Schlafly testified, he 
again asked Fletcher why he 
had rehired the men. “He gave 


substantially the same answer,” ¢ 


Schlafly related. 
The other three board mem- 
bers and the former board 


member corroborated Schlafly’s , 


testimony about the dinner 
meeting conversation and Mor- 
rell added that he questioned 
Fletcher privately after the 
meeting to make sure he had 
understood his remarks cor- 


rectly. Fletcher repeated his 
earlier staternent, Morrel] 
testified 

In his testimony. Fletcher 
conceded he “may have” re- 
hired the men because of po- 
litical pressure, but added 
“there was work for them to 
do” He explained that he 
fired the men because of a 


temporary lapse in school mod- 
ernization work under the 1955 
bond issue The following 
month this work started to pile 
up and the men were needed,

3 They insisted that their 
need for space vehicles was 
greater than civilian require- 
ments, in terms of national 
security interests. It was 
clear, they emphasized, that 


the Russians had used mili- 
tary rockets to launch their 
Sputniks. 


First Projects Meaning. 

The military communications 
project first tested in the sat- 
ellite launched last Thursday 
is one of the most important 
in the Pentagon’s space pro- 
gram, under the direction of 
the Advanced Research Proj- 
ects Agency. 

Officials pointed out that 
available radio frequencies are 


overloaded. They added that 
the military already accounts 
for 50 per cent of all the 


words transmitted in the Unit- 
ed States. Thus its need for 
additional communications 
channels is impressive 

The communications project 
with the satellite as a relay 
point or courier, is zimed at 
improving long-range commu- 
nications from here to Europe 
and the Far East. The mes- 
sage would be sent straight up 
to the satellite then straight 
down from the satellite to the 
receiver. It would be jam 
proof. 

Closed circuit television net- 


works are foreseen in the fu- 
ture, particularly in view of 
the success of. the first Atlas 
communications satellite ex- 
periment. 
Additional Projects. 

In addition, officials  dis- 

closed the following projects: 


Military navigation—Precise 
and rapid navigation devices 
are required by the military. 
To achieve this, thought is 
being given to sending.up very 
stable satellites: that is satel- 
lites with perfectly round or- 
bits and steady patterns. 

These would be used as hom- 
{ng beacons in all kinds of 
navigation—sea, ground, air 
and celestial. They would have 
many missile applications. Sev- 
eral tests are planned for next 


vear in connection with this 
program. 
Engines—Both the _ civilian 


and military space organiza- 
tions are vitally concerned with 
developing powerful rocket en- 
gines for eventual man-in-space 
achievements. The civilian unit. 
the National (Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, already 
has let a contract for the de- 
velopment of an engine, with 
1,500,000-pound thrust. 

The Army ballistic missile 
agency is developing a _ sim- 
ilarly powerful cluster engine 
as part of its plans for develop- 
ing recoverable space vehicles. 
Part of the project is to de- 
velop high energy upper stages 
in the clustered rocket. In ex- 
isting multi-stage rockets, most 
of the power is generated in 
the initial stage. 

Another part of the engine 
project is the design of the 
nuclear-powered rocket bomb. 
The use of ion propulsion also 
is being studied.

Pasternak refused to accept 
the Nobel prize because of the 
uproar in Russia. The book has 
been described as an account 
of how freedom suffered under 
Bolshevism.

Tracking—So long as there 
is no man in space, the mili- 
tarv is dependant on not only 
radio signals from space Sat- 
ellites, but ground stations to 
locate the space vehicle. 

Problem of Location. 

It is one thing to hear a sig- 
nal or believe that the vehicle 
is aloft, but another problem 
is to locate it. Moreover, the 
military services must be pre- 
pared—both to receive signals 
from its own satellites and to 
intercept signals from enemys 
satellites, even hostile armed 
satellites 

The military services already 
have constructed a “silent sat- 
ellite tracking fence,’ which is 
a form of warning system that 
runs over the southern part of 
the United States. Some of its 
stations now are being used in 
the Atlas communications test. 


Military chemistry—This is 
considered important enough 
to account for some of the 
greatest expenditures in the 
Pentagon's research effort. 


The project is not exclusively 
connected with space conquest, 
since it concerns all missile 
propulson 

The main goal is to improve 
the performance of solid pro- 
pellants. Every high perform- 
ance rocket now uses liquid 
fuel—kerosene and liquid oxy- 
gen, especially. This is not sat- 
isfactory from the point of 
view of time and logistics. 

Ideal Combination. 

Ideally a proper chemical 
combination for fuel would be 
solid, storable and capable of 
providing thrust that is now 
available only in liquid fuels. , 
The important Polaris missiles 
for the nuclear submarines and 
the Air Force's Minuteman 
missiles are dependant on ad- 
vances in solid fuel chemistry. 

At the same time, the Penta- 
gon keeps searching for higher 
propulson liquids. Four major 
contracts have been let in this 
effort. 

Ballistic missile defense — 
This involves enemy ballistic 
missiles. The Army’s anti-mis- 
sile missile is only of sev- 
eral phases in this project, 
most of which is ultra-highly- 
classified. 

Office of foreign 
—This is a special operation 
which receives intelligence in 
a general way. It also provides 
for foreign research and de 
velopment, under contract, in 
specific fields where foreign 
talent reputedly is better than 
United States talent, or where 
some new approach to a diffi- 
cult problem has been irfdi- 
cated.

HE battle between the lib- 
Terai and conservative G.O-P. 
Senators is one of the most 
significant that has hit the Re- 
publican party in six years. It

In the last generation there has 
been only one instance of a suc- 
cessful city-county consolidation. 
That was in Louisiana in 1947 
when East Baton Rouge Parish 
(county) was merged with the city 
of Baton Rouge. 

The parish politicians slept on 
their rights and allowed the city 
to slip through an amendment to 
the state constitution authorizing 
the consolidation if a majority 
voting on the amendment ap- 
proved it. The proposal gained a 
heavy vote in the city but failed 
in the outlying area 

In an address to the National 
Municipal League's National Con- 
ference in Buffalo in 1950 the 
noted municipal consultant, Thom- 
as H. Reed, stated: 

“For a complete cure, many of 
the existing organs—cities, coun- 
ties, towns and villages—must be 
removed and the body sewn to- 
gether again so that it will func- 
tion successfully. Most local poli- 
ticians would as soon consent to 
the removal of their right arms 
as to such an operation. 

“Private citizens are appalled at 
the prospect of changes so drastic 
in a matter so complex and, un- 
able to visualize the beneficial 
results of the operation, assume 
an attitude of obstinate negation 
The combined opposition of the 
politicians and people of any sub- 
stantial number of units of loca! 
government in a metroplitan area 
is usually enough to put a dead 
stop to any thorough readjust- 
ment of the number and relation- 
ships of such units.”

The Word is Citizen 


Let us examine this word “Ne- 
gro.’ Our Constitution reads that 
those who are born in the United 
States or naturalized and subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof are 
citizens of the United States and 
in the states wherein they reside. 

“No state,” it says, “shall make 
or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immuni- 
ties of citizens of the United 
States, nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of 
law, nor deny to any person with- 
in its jurisdiction the equal pro- 
tection of the law.”

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Message Still Missing 


President Eisenhower is talking about the 
necessity for every reasonable economy in 
government expenditures in the coming fiscal 
vear. His appeal raises a question: Will the 
President, when Congress meets, send to 
Capitol Hill his long “missing message” 

By Mr. Eisenhower's missing message we 
mean the one he has been promising Congress 
for two years on the subject of reducing ex- 
penditures from the Treasury for non-service 
connected disabilities for war veterans. Be- 
cause federal outlays for veterans run to the 
vast sum of five billion dollars annually, this 
field is one that ought to be gone over very 
carefully by both White House and Congress. 

Indeed such a review is manifestly long 
overdue. Apparently it was dropped from 
consideration in the year now ending on the 
advice that it would do the President's party 
no good in the midterm congressional election. 

Mr. Eisenhower made the proper start on 
this problem four years ago. He issued an 
executive order which established a presiden- 
tial commission on veterans’ pensions. With- 
in six weeks he appointed a splendid commis- 
sion to conduct a comprehensive appraisal 
of federal laws providing pension, compensa- 
tion and related non-medical benefits to veter- 
ans and their dependents 

The character and ability of this commis- 
sion was at once apparent from its member- 
ship. Gen. Omar N. Bradley, former Veter- 
ans Administrator, as well as one of the 
outstanding figures of World War Il. was 
named chairman. The membership included 
such professional and business leaders as Dr, 
Paul R. Hawley, director of the American 
College of Surgeons, and Theodore S. Peter- 
son. president of the Standard Oil Co. of 
California. 

Thirteen months later — April 23, 1956 — 
Gen. Bradley and his colleagues made their 
report to President Eisenhower. Their 70 
recommendations rested on the sound convic- 
tion that military service “should not in itself 
be the basis for special privilege or benefit.” 
Primary among these recommendations was 
a proposal that “veterans’ non-service-con- 
nected benefits should be minimized and 
gradually eliminated.” The Bradley commis- 
sion said that under some veterans programs 
“benefits are not channeled sufficiently to 
those who sacrificed the most or whose needs 
are greatest.” 

In less than a month Representative Long 
of Louisiana, a member of the House Com- 
mitee on Veterans Affairs, formally asked 
President Eisenhower for his views on the 
report. The answer was that the Bradley 
commission's recommendations had been ‘put 
under a tight analysis” at the White House. 

* * . 


Eight months later the President said in 
his 1957 budget message that he would trans- 
mit a special message to Congress “outlining 
proposals in this field.” No such message 
came in the 1957 session. But late in the ses- 
sion, he said he would send to Congress in 
1958 “comprehensive proposals for veterans 
legislation.” At the outset of the 1958 ses- 
sion he said: “As I indicated last summer a 
message on veterans affairs will be sent to 
Congress at an early date.” 

But no such message has 
Now it is almost 1959 and 
pledge are not enough.

Enough of This Nonsense 

Arthur S. Flemming, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare and the man who ad- 
ministers the new: program of college student 
loans and grants, has denounced the Mundt 
provision which demands a test oath of appli- 
cants for aid under the program. 

Flemming is right in saying that no dis- 
loyal person would hesitate to take such an 
oath, and that the requirement is merely an 
added expense to the Government. He might 
have said, too, that it is a gratuitous offense 
to those whom the nation is seeking to enlist 
to maintain its security. 

Flemming said that the Government has the 
power—without a test oath—to guard itself 
against subversion. If this suggests any ex- 
tensive investigation of applicants, that idea 
ought to be reconsidered. Like the oath, it 
carries the suggestion that the educated and 
those seeking education are more suspect 
than other citizens. The United States has 
had enough of that nonsense. Let the Gov- 
ernment take the advice of the Supreme Court 
and confine its scrutiny to those in really sen- 
sitive positions. Nobody in a chemistry lec- 
ture hall will be able to steal any precious 
“secrets. ’ 


The Iraqi Pot A-boil 


Rumors of increasing Communist influence 
in Iraq gained strength when Premier Kassem, 
after announcing that an attempted coup had 
been foiled, began purging pro-Nasser nation- 
alist elements. The rumors gain more strength 
from the reception given Assistant Secretary 
of State William Rountree in Baghdad. He 
was the target of pro-Communist agitators 
who could hardly have demonstrated so freely 
without sympathizers in the Government. 

In Cairo, it is said that Communist agents 
now control the police and propaganda ap- 
paratus, the ministries of defense and judi- 
ciary, and have a foothold in the Prime Minis- 
ter’s office itself. But how much stock can 
be placed in these Cairo reports is anybody's 
guess. 


The Nasserites are likely to be most furious 
at outside interference in another nation’s 
affairs when their own outside interference 
is not getting anywhere. The interesting thing 
for the West is that the Communists should be 
directly challenging Nasser in Iraq, as they 
did in Syria. Nasser is supposed to be the 
Communists’ friend, and he has sometimes 
been treated by the West as their puppet. 
Evidently he is something else—a local leader 
to be used by Moscow as long as he is useful. 

But what of Iraq's Premier Kassem? Is he, 
too, a puppet of the Communists? If he were, 
it would hardly be necessary to conduct a 
putsch to bring Iraq into the Soviet camp. Yet 
he could become a prisoner of the Kremlin, 
as other politicians before him have done. 
The fact that he received the Rountree mis- 
sion in the face of Communist pressure is en- 
couraging. Perhaps, having liberated his re- 
gime from the most vocal Nasserite elements, 


he may have the strength to do the same with 
respect to the pro-Communists. 

Western interests call for neither a pro- 
Nasser nor a pro-Moscow regime in Baghdad, 
but a pro-Iraqi regime which practices genuine 
independence. If Kassem can maintain. that 
kind of independence he will serve the best 
interests both of Iraq and of peace. 


Upward With the Budget 


Gov. James T. Blair says he will recom- 
mend a state tax increase of $54,000,000 a year 
when the Legislature convenes next month. 
That would represent a 10 per cent rise in 
state expenditures, but taxpayers ought to 
consider the proposal in two parts.’ 

First, of the 54-million total, 30 millions 
would represent income from a 2-cent in- 
crease in Missouri's gasoline tax of 3 cents 
a gallon. All this money would be earmarked 
for highways. Here the question before the 
Legislature is whether to adopt all or part 
of the Highway Commission’s new 20-year 
road program. Full financing of that program 
would require the full 2-cent gas tax increase. 

Leaving the road program aside, the tax 
increases for general revenue purposes would 
amount to 24 millions a year. But the fact is 
that this year the state is spending 16 millions 
more than its income—taking the money 
from accumulated surplus. In short, Missouri 
must raise 16 millions more a year in revenue 
or it will go into the red The additional 
eight millions which the Governor proposes 
are meant to improve state salaries and serv- 
ices. That is not much in comparison with 
the state’s needs 

Gov. Blair's justification for this eight- 
million increase will be explained in his new 
budget. Improvement of the mental health 
program will surely be one item. Rather 
than quarrel with the needs, the Legislature 
more likely will take a close look at the 
tax recommendations to raise the money. 

Generally, the Governor emphasizes heavier 
excise and franchise levies. But the estimates 
of revenue gains to be expected vary widely. 
The legislators should know more precisely 
what they can anticipate from a specific tax 
rise before they accept it. 


It Hon’t Vanish 


Considerable concern has been worked up 
by a writer in The Milwaukee Journal over 
the possibility that “one of our great national 
symbols—the dollar sign—is vanishing.” He 
is not ridden by the fear that the dollar itself 
is vanishing, that it is declining from 49 cents 
to nothing at all. Still, if the symbol goes, 
can the reality remain far behind? 

The Milwaukee man does not speak without 
benefit of research. He points out, for exam- 
ple, that prices were given in 22 per cent of 
the ads in one issue of The New Yorker with- 
nut use of this once mighty symbol, thus: ‘a 
bracelet of marquise, baguette and round dia- 
monds: 12,800.” A quick glance at his own 
paper tells us that he may have spotted a 
trend, thus: “life-size drink 'n’ wet doll 8.99.” 

Is the dollar sign going the way of those 
cartoonists’s vests worn by the old trusts and 
so liberally sprinkled with the symbol? We 
are not alarmed. For with what can a man 
buy a diamond bracelet—or a drink ‘’n’ wet 
doll—other than dollars? Does anybody in 
step with the stock market still think in de- 
nominations less than a dollar? All we really 
can see is a trend toward simplicity, toward 
economy of expression—if not toward any 
other economy. Dollars are more necessary 
and possibly more abundant than ever. And 
so long as there are dollars, there will be 
dollar signs. 


Not the City’s Problem 


One of the arguments employed by Free- 
holders supporting the proposed merger of 
St. Louis and St. Louis county is that it would 
provide a means of ending the financial in- 
equities existing among public school systems 
in the county. It would—but the question 
arises whether so drastic a remedy ts neces- 
sary. In our view it clearly is not. 

Absorption of the county’s 29 individual 
school districts by the city’s school system 
would create one gigantic district in which, 
theoretically at least, every child would enjoy 
equal educational opportunities. So far as 
we know, no educator in the metropolitan 
area ever has suggested such a grouping, and 
for good reason. The problem is not a metro- 
politan problem, nor even one for St. Louis. 
It is strictly an internal problem of St. Louis 
county. It does not involve the city at all. 

There is sufficient taxable wealth in St. 
Louis county as a whole to provide substan- 
tially better than average schooling for the 
children of the county if it were evenly 
distributed. It is not. Some districts enjoy 
substantial tax support while others experi- 
ence considerable difficulty making ends 
meet. If each district in the county had equal 
access to the county’s total tax base, the 
problem would disappear. 

One means toward that end is school dis- 
trict consolidation. This is the sole reason 
for being of the County Board of Education, 
The Board has full power to submit consoli- 
dation proposals that would solve the prob- 
lem. The fact that it has not done so does 
not subtract from its power. 

Another promising method is that proposed 
by the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. This 
involves legislation permitting the levying of 
a county-wide school tax to assure every child 
the same basic opportunity: districts . that 
wanted to go beyond this minimum. level 
would be free to do so. Undoubtedly such leg- 
islation will be sought next month. 

Each of these methods—consolidation of 
districts and the county-wide school tax—is 
sufficient in itself to solve the county’s prob- 
lem. Dragging in the city system, as would 
result from the merger proposal, is unneces- 
sary and might very well tend to delay the 
coming of equity to. public education in the 
county.

Few communities in this country 
can: boast that they have adequate 
land for parks and recreation pur- 
poses Few can boast that they 
meet the rule-of-thumb standard of 
ten acres per thousand persons, for 
many years considered the minimum 
requirement. 

The tragedy is that we are less 
likely than ever to acquire this mini- 
mum standard when we view the wav

The Mirror lands of ours, a 
Visit to any com- 
munity, large or 
small, discloses a 
common pattern: 
Residential devel- 
opment is taking 
place in the outskirts of the commu- 
nity or outside its limits: the thirty- 
five-foot lot fortunately has been in- 
creased to the sixty-foot lot in many 
instances—but school sites are either 
non-existent or hopelessly inadequate 
in size, parks have been almost en- 
tirely fergotten, and the playground 
is the exception rather than the rule. 

It is hard to believe that, in these 
days of enlightenment, large develop- 
ments are taking place with no pro- 
vision for recreation areas. While 
subdivision regulations now common- 
ly require installation of sewers, wa- 
ter mains, pavements, sidewalks and 
other similar public services, statutes 
and regulations are hopelessly weak 
in requirements for school sites and 
recreation areas. 


Developers and home _ purchases 
still do not realize that these are 
as essential to a proper community 
as the heating plant in the house. 

One would hope that communities 
might learn from experience. There

are so many cases of communities 
that have waited to acquire recrea-

In one part 
of the poem, King Olaf says to 
his men: 

“Count well the gain and the 
loss, Thor's hammer or Christ's 
cross.” 


Q. What was the Yule log? 

A. At the start of each Yule- 
tide season, it was the custom 
to go to a nearby woods and 
chop down a good-sized tree.

The log was rolled or 
dragged to a place where it 
could be burned in a village 
bonfire, or in a large fireplace 
in a hall or home. Sometimes 
it kept burning for several 
days.
